The speaker 
was AlloDto Dunn, who has been a 
watchman at tbe White House for the 
past seventeen years. He is a small, 
pleasant-featured man, with dark.pierc- 
ing eyes, and is a regular standby in 
these days for correspondents in search 
of news. 


"In General Grant's time," continued 


Mr. Dunn, we were greatly bothered by 
Abraham Joltz, a crazy dntchman, who 
used to present himself when the gates 
opened in the morning and spent the 
rest of the day in trying to get access 
to tbe president. He was tbe most 
persistent and persevering man I ever 
saw. He never missed a day, rain or 
shine, and always watched patiently at 
the door when refused admittance.

He ap- 
peared to be a harmless lunatic, ao I 
coaxed him out by telling him that 
President Grant would be ready to va- 
cate the next day. It was a long time 
before I saw him again, but when he 
finally made his way to the White House 
again he had not forgotten my promise. 
Singularly enough, he had not noticed 
the Ispse of time, but spoke of tbe 
promise as having been made yesterday. 
1 got him away quietly and never saw 
him again. I think it was the next day 
that his sister-in-law called here and 
asked me to get the president to put 
Joltz into the insane asylum. She said 
his disappointment at not being inaug 
urated had made him violent. 
She 


knew he owned a gun and she feared 
that he would endeavor to use it to kill 
the president who had usurped his 
chair. 
He was sent to the insane asy- 


lum.' 


"Were there any attempts to assassi- 


nate President Grant ?' 


'•No, not exactly ; but he was never 


•together aafe from cruy men. In his 
second term a big, wicked-looking negro 
—he WM over 6 feet and built ia pro- 
portion—came to me and asked me to 
let him see tbe president. He was an 
evil-disposed looking villain, and bad a 
trick of showing you only the whites of 
his eyes. I suspected be was not all 


the keyhole of my bedroom door any 
more. If you do it again, I will shoot 
you dead, n sure as my uame ia John 
Biggins." 


"So would I if I were you," replied 


President Grant, not a muscle of hia 
face moving; '-and I can assure you 
it will not ocour again. 


'•The coolness of tbe president prob- 


ably saved bis life, for Biggins was well 
armed and desperate. He is now in 
tbe insane hospital."

ROCKWELL'S STORY. 


WASHINGTON, July 9.—"You see," 


said the Colonel, "tbe boys, James and 
Harry, started off in.the President's 
carriage to* pick up Dr. Hawka, their 
tutor, who was stopping on F street.

Its natural course 
would have been through tbe body, 
passing out over the pelvis, so it ia » 
reasonable theory tbat, upon entering 
the interior of the body, its force bad 
been exhausted, and tbe internal injury 
is less that it was at first supposed. All 
of which gladdens us with increased 
nope and conviction that his recovery 
now is only a question of time."
